CHINA. 
SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 
February ; the English mail from London Jan. 10 arrived out 
on the 27th Feb. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 

An unusual display of bunting from the foreign men-of-war 
in harbour, surmounted in each case, and for, we believe, the first 
time, by the Chinese Imperial flag, announced on the 23rd Feb, 
that the time had come for the commencement of the personal 

ae of the Emperor ; and that foreign nations were willing to 
add their congratulations on the auspicious event. The regency, 
which for well-nigh eleven years has guided the destinies of the 

ese empire, has come to an end ; “and the lineal descendant 
of Shun-chi and Kanghe now occupies de facto as well as d2 Lai 
the throne of his ancestors. As yet, the display of pe 
the foreign men-of-war is the only “celebration” es 
noticed in Shanghai. Perhaps something was done in in city, 
but the Chinese population of the settlement appear quite inno- 
cent of enthusiasm upon the subject. The principal talk about 
official matters at present is respecting the Viceroy Li Hung- 
chang accompanying his Majesty to the Imperial burial grounds. 
This step on the part of his Majesty is deemed apparently of high 
political and religious importance, and should be performed as 
early as possible after he has assumed power. It is in fact a 
religious ceremony, as religion is understood and carried out by 
the Chinese, and is consequently considered by the people, also, 
of great importance. Her Majesty the Queen repaired to st 
Paul’s Cathedral to give thanks for the recovery of the Prince of 
Wales, His Majesty Tung-chih goes to the Imperial tombs to 
offer up his prayers for his ancestors. 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company launched a new 
steamer on the 26th Feb., from their yard in Hongkew. The 
weather was fine, and there was a large concourse of spectators 
on board the Company’s steamer Chusan, which had been 
placed at the disposa of the public for the occasion. The new 
steamer was christened the Vanking, by Miss Isabella Forbes, 
the daughter of the President of the Company. 

The inquest into the painful results of the fire at the Kiangnan 
Arsenal was concluded on the 2lst Feb., when the certificate 
was read of the medical officer who examined the remains, and 
the evidence was taken of several foreigners and Chinese who 
had been present at the fire. The medical evidence showed that 
the remains were actually of three persons. The jury returned 
a verdict of accidental death, expressing an opinion that the 
deceased had been asphyxiated before the flames reached them, 
and that when these were discovered it was too late to afford 
them help. 

Another alarm of fire was given early on the morning of the 
22nd Feb., but it was found to be on the Hongkew side, hey ond the 
Settlement. The fire occurred at a pawn- shop i in the Kung-wan 
village, between Shanghai and Woosung, and seems to have been 
caused by an unlucky gambler setting fire to his mosquito cur- 
tains, while looking under his pillow for the wherewithal to pay 
his losses. It caused a considerable amount of excitement, in 
consequence of the proprietor resisting the claims made on him 
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down to investigate the affair, and a report getting about that 
he had received Tls. 3,000 to shield the pawnbroker, a popular 
riot seems to have occurred, and he was persuaded then and 
there to issue a proclamation that the pawnbroker should pay to 
all holders of tickets a sum equal to that already advanced. 
After much discussion this was done, and his worship, who had 
been detained in a more or less honourable captivity pending the 
sealing of the documents, escaped. The damage done is estimated 
at Tls. 50,000, no small amount to book up. The affair is in- 
teresting, as showing the manner in which the people make them- 
selves heard. 

A race between the twelve-oared cutters of the U. 8. ships 
Troquois and Saco came off on the 20th Feb., and resulted in a 
victory for the cutter of the Suco. The boats were towed to the 
starting place, five miles below the police hulk, and after the 
usual preliminaries a good start was effected, the Jroguois’ cutter 
having inside place. ‘The boats raced along the Hongkew shore 
at a speed which soon left the steam launch containing the um- 
pires and referee far astern—the Suco’s crew pulling 44 strokes 
to the minute, and the /roguo/s’ 53, which rate was averaged 
throughout the race. The Saco’s slowly but surely drew away 
from their opponents, and in less than ten minutes from the start 
had taken their water. At Dow’s Godowns there were thirty 
seconds between them, and here the coxswain of the Saco’s barge 
displayed good judgment in steering across the river for the 
Pootung shore, where the tide was dead slack, and the water 
. smooth. The /rogzois’ cutter, on the contrary, kept in mid-stream 
and for a few moments apparently had first place ; but as soon 
as the Suco’s barge reached the Pootung shore the race was vir- 
tually over, and she came in an easy winner in 44 min. 4 sec, 
her crew tossing their oars as the gun announced their victory, 
while the cheers of their shipmates on board the Saco evinced 
their satisfaction. Considering the tide, which was ebb, the time 
made was very good, averaging a mile in 8 min. 49 sec. 

A meeting of the Race Club has heen held, and it was resolved 
to pay off Tls. 1,000 in reduction of the loan on the Club property. 
Sir E. Hornby and Messrs. Coutts, Hitch, Ringer, Grant, Gott- 
burg, and Dallas were elected stewards for the ensuing year, 
and Mr. Dallas as secretary. The improvement of the inner 
course was thought desirable, but the question was left in the 
hands of the stewards. It was agreed to raise the weights for 
the Derby and Leger from 10st. to 10st. 7lbs. 

The fact is sufficiently remarkable to be worth recording, that 
a heavy thunderstorm passed over the settlement on the 24th 
Feb., between eight and nine p.m. ; loud thunderclaps and heavy 
rain, quite after the fashion of a summer storm. On the 16th 
Feb. « heavy gale from E.N.E., accompanied by snow, passed over 
Chefoo, That day and two following days there was no commu- 
nication with the shore. 

The body of the sailor Kite, who lost his life a few days ayo 
by drowning, from on board the ss. Craéyforth, has been found, 
and an inquest has been held. ‘The jury returned a verdict of 
manslaughter against Wilson, who has heen committed for trial. 
The body was found,’ by drazsing, within 109 yards from where 
the ship was lying. 

The men-of-war and other vesscls in port were gorgeously 
decked out with bunting on the 22nd February, and a salute was 
fired at noon from the U.S.8, Jrogzo7s, in honour of Washing- 
ton’s birthday. The commanders of the U.S.S. Zroguois and 
Saco did additional honour to the occasion by inviting a large 
company to an afternoon /éte and dance on board the former 
vessel, to which the guests were conveyed from the Custom- 
house Wharf, in steam launches and gigs very courteously pro- 
vided for the purpose. 

Communication with Hankow has been interrupted for a week 
by the lowness of the river. After an interval of unprecedented 
duration since the Yangtsze has lbcen traversed by recular lines, 
three steamers arrived on the 25th Feb.—the Glengyle, Hang- 
chow, and Plymouth Rock. The Jfungchow was first due here, 
but the shallow state of the river having caused her to get 
aground, occasioned a detention, which was further agcravated 
by dense foxs and variable weather. The river, instead of be- 
pinning to rise about a week since, as was formerly expected, 

ad reached its lowest point, 7 ft. 6 in., off Olyphant Island, 
while these steamers were up. 

The plot of land known as Probst’s Garden, measuring 26m, 
9.7.9, has been offered at auction, but bought in at Tls. 190 per 
mow. 

Two C.C.S.N. and two S.S.N. steamers are advertised to start 
on the 2nd March for Tientsin—the first of the season. This 
looks like a good race, and active business. 

A meeting of land renters was held at Chinkeang on the 18th 
Feb. The municipal accounts showed a balance in hand of Tis. 
200, after an expenditure of Ts, 829. The principal subject 
brought up for discussion was an application by Messrs. Canny 
and Co., as agents for the China Navigation Company, toleaseacer- 
tain portion of the foreshore of the settlement, and to connect a 
moored hulk with the Concession, permission for which was 
given, subject to terms to be fixed hereafter. H.B.M. Consul 
very properly ruled that Roman Catholic establishments should 
not be exempted from their fair share of taxation. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes, on the 6th Feb., that the 
weather has again become mild, the thermometer having fallen 
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on that morning at sunrise to 24 deg. Fahrenheit. A few elaighs 
were running short distances on the river, but it was in places 
not frozen over, even between the settlement and the city ; there 
would seem, therefore, every likelihood of the steamers an- 
nounced to leave getting in. 

A very successful regatta was held at Swatow on the 7th Feb. 
The Duily Advertiser says about 500 yards of telegraph cable 
have been found in a junk at that port. The authorities have 


taken the necessary steps in order to investigate thoroughly this 
ffaairfand the junk has been taken. The discovery happened 


through the cable being offered for sale at $4.50 per picul, and 
the party to whom it was offered not knowing this article, it 
came to the knowledge of somebody who knew what it was. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 6th March; the outward French 
mail of Jan. 17 was received on the 2nd March. The following 
items are from the Overland China Mail :— 


Some curious rumours are afloat relative to the loss, or alleged 
loss, of certain coolies recently carried from Amoy to the Straits, 
and the details of which those concerned appear by no means 
anxious to make public. We refrain from stating what has come 
to our ears until we are in possession of an authentic version, but 
trust that the story as now told is exaggerated. 

We are glad to learn that steps are being taken by the Health 
Department to do what is possible towards cleansing the drains. 
One great defect of their construction—for which, of course, the 
present Surveyor-General is not responsible—is the absence of 
drain-taps, whereby the sewer gas is permitted to escape and 
poison the surrounding neighbourhood. We trust that any 
sanitary measures as to cleansing and disinfecting will be sup- 
plemented by a careful reform in the matter of stench-traps and 
gratings. 

We understand that the Seamen’s Hospital has been disposed 
of to the Naval authorities for $35,000. The money has not 
yet, we believe, been paid, but the matter is to all intents and 
Burpee? settled. Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. will, it is 
said, retain possession for four months. 

On the 3rd March the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia left about 
noon in the steamer Avcang Tung for the coast ports. Upon his 
Highness embarking, a salute was fired from the foreign and 
Chinese ships of war in the harbour and the shore battery, a 
guard of honour being drawn up at the wharf. Before his de- 
parture the Grand Duke gave a very handsome cup of Russian 
workmanship, worth $200, to be competed for at the athletic 
sports on the Ist March. 

Although T.M.S. Adventure was “ for sale,” the naval authon- 
ties have now decided not to sell her. A sum of $17,000, or 
thereabouts, was offered for her, but a suspicion being entertained 
that she was intended for the covlie trade, the offer was declined, 
and she has now been ordered home. 

Some Chinese in the colony have started a printing and pub- 
lishing company, and have bought the whole plant, stock, good- 
will, &c., of the printing-oftice and type-foundry of the London 
Mission in Aberdeen-street. VPart of the contract of sale is that 
the new company shall print the Bible and Tract Society's publi- 
cations at the same rates as those charged by the London Mission 
Printing-oftice. The capital is $50,000, of which $25,000 is paid 
up. The shares have been privately subscribed for, and are all 
taken. The company intends publishing a native daily news- 
paper. This looks like enterprise. 

The new Opium Farmer has obtained the monopoly for three 
years, commencing on the Ist of March at the following rates :— 
for the first $10,500 a month, $11,000 for the second, and 
$11,500 for the third. The old Monopolist paid $10,000 a month. 
We hear that there will be great competition between the old and 
new companies in the sale of their respective drug. The former 
will establish their head quarters at Macao, from whence they 
will ship their prepared opium to the various marts without 
coming into the jurisdiction of the Colony. The new company 
will be styled the Chap Sing Company, meaning “ Union,” and 
the well-known firm of Wohang will be at the head of the busi- 
ness. 

The giant Chang has left for Manila) He bh oe after a 
short stay in the Philippines, to visit Java and India, whence, 
“if no further inducement offers,” he will probably return to 
China. 

On the 26th Feb. Vice-Admiral Shadwell visited PX Chinese 
corvette An Lan. She manned yards, and whenf “’ Admiral 
left fired the Chinese salute of three guns. 

The third ordinary ane meqting of the Hing Kong Dis- 
tillery Company was held on the 27th Feb., John Jack, Esq., in 
the chair. The General Manager’s report shows that the 

urchase of the premises had been effected, and additional 
buildings have been erected and were in use. Of the 500 
additional shares issued only 166 had been taken up, leaving 334 
still in the hands of the company. This had caused much incon- 
venience, and the interest paid for the use of money to 
carry on the business had increased the expenditure materially. 
This amount had exceeded the receipts by $707.36 and was 
to be attributed partly to the heavy interest paid, but 
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mainly to the suspension of the works, owing to the defective 
condition of the stills and machinery, and which had undergone 
repaits. The report yoes on to state that the company’s ma- 
chinery is now in good working order, and the demand for the 
spirit had gradually increased. Steps had been taken for the 
introduction of the company’s manufacture into Japan and Rus- 
sian Asia. The distiller’s rer was then read, after which the 
report and accounts were adopted. Messrs. Jack, W. H. Bell, 
J. B. Coughtrie, and J. Fairbairn were re-elected directors, and 
Messrs. Vaucher and Baker auditors. Mr. C. P. Chater was 
blected to fill the vacant seat at the board, but declined the office, 
owing to other business engagements. A vacancy, therefore, 
still remains in the board. 

The fourth ordinary meeting of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance 
company was held on the lst of March. The chair was occu- 
pied y the Hon. James Whittall, and there were present Messrs. 
8. J. Gower, G. F. Weller, F. W. Mitchell, It. Rowett, Buxey, 
A. H. Chinoy, A. André, A. E. Vaucher, A. Coxon, C. P. Chater, 
Wohang, W. H. Bell, Dr. W. 8. Adams, A. Newton, J. Fair- 
bairn, and others. 

The Chairman observed that, according to the company’s articles of 
association, there should not be less than ten shareholders present, and 
they should represent not less than 500 shares. Now the requisite 
number of sharcholdera were present, but they did not represent the 
necessary number of shares. He wished to know, therefore, whether they 
should proceed with the business. This question was then put to the 
meeting, and it was unanimously agreed to proceed, whereupon the 
minutes of last year’s meeting were read and confirmed. The Chairman 
then observed that as the report of the consulting committee and the 
statement of accounts had been so long in the hands of the shareholders, 
it was not necessary to read the report. He said there was a slight 
mistake in the report, inasmuch as it stated that “the losses have been 
small, and the only outstanding is a claim of about $2,200,” whereas it 
should be “at present outstanding,” because some risks that were 
taken during 1872 had not yet expired. He mentioned this as it might 
give a wrong impression. He then proceeded to say that the business 
of the company was very satisfactory, and, at this rate, the dividend to 
contributors in the coming year would be 5 or 6 per cent. more than 
last. year, and to shareholders 8 or 9 per cent. 

The meeting then proceeded to re-elect the present members of the 
consulting committee, the Hon. R. Rowett being appointed to the scat 
vacated by Mr. Hunter, who is leaving the colony. After the continua- 
tion of the remuneration to the consulting committeo had been voted, 
Mr. Rowett asked whether it would not be advisable to make some 
alteration so as to obviate the difficulty they had met with in regard to 
the number of shares required to be represented at meeting. He pro- 
posed that the number of sharcholders should be the same, but the 
number of shares should be reduced to something like 250 or lesa. He 
also suggested that a circular should be sent to each shareholder on the 
subject. This having been agreed to, and a vote of thanks to the chair- 
man and consulting committee passed, the meeting broke up. 

At the third annual mecting of the sharcholders of the Vic- 
toria Fire Insurance Company, Limited, Mr. H. Melchers—who 
was chairman in the absence of Mr. G. von Overbeck—stated 
that the earnings of the company for the year amounted to 
$155,990.11, and after all expenses were paid a balance of 
$54,105.85 was carricd forward. He—the chairman—consi- 
dered this very satisfactory, as the past year’s losses had been 
heavy. He then proposed the adoption of the report and ac- 
counts, which proposition was carried. The meeting then re- 
elected Messrs. Overbeck and Buxey as directors, and Messrs. 
Mitchell and Boyd as auditors. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

We have advices from this port to the 13th March ; the P. 
and O, mail from London Feb. 8 arrived out March 10. The 
following summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The chief local event has been the opening of the session of 
the Legislative Council, on the 11th March. The session was 
opened at the Council Chamber, with the usual honours. 

e Governor, in his speech, enumerated several enactments 
—and some of them deserving mature deliberation — which 
he hopes to see d into law before the conclusion of his 
labours. Among the Bills to be introduced is the Militia Bill, 
the outline of which he shadowed forth in a Minute laid before 
the Council at the latter part of the last session, and which he 
has lost no time in putting into shape, and will, doubtless, as he has 
done with oa wer eriactancntsbelors, carry it through the Council 
by coerging the official majority to vote for it. Another measure of 
very gre, importance is one for re-constituting the Courts of the 
Colony, ;, \l establishing a Court of Ap Though the mea- 
sure is fu.. many reasons desirable, yet there are matters of detail 
requiring to be carefully Weighed, and before this Bill is made 
law it ought in all fairness to be submitted by the Secretary of 
State, together with the suggestions of the judges and lawyers 
of the Colony, for the opinions of eminent legal authorities at 
home, so that the Council might have the benefit of their sugges- 
tions to aid in determining the points that will be brought before 
it. The reports of the commissions on the questions of the Muni- 
cipality and the Chinese i raat have not yet been made, and that 

the Committee on the Stamp Revenue has not yet been printed. 
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The following are the concluding observations of the Governor's 
speech :— 

I stated to you in my speech at the close of the last Session that it 
was estimated that the balance of the revenue to the credit of the 
colony on Ist January, 1873, would amount to $620,000 ; it appears 
now that the actual balance at the commencement of this year was 
$652,453, and I am happy to say that this will be further augmented 
by a large increase in the Penang farms, which have recently been let 
at an advance of 30 per cent. above the late contracts. Although the 
time cannot be far distant when my administration of the Government 
of this colony will terminate, I venture to express a hope that with the 
continuance of that assistance which you have always so freely given 
to the public affairs of the settlements, I shall be enabled to see passed 
into law some of those important measures which I have submitted to 
you, and thus feel that I have been justified in the somewhat unusual 
demand which I have been obliged to make upon your time and atten- 
tion. 

The merchants and traders of the Straits, after a year of most 
unprecedented losses, have now another source of annoyance in 
the expedition being sent by the Netherlands Indian Government 
to Acheen to coerce the Sultan intosubmission. Little or nothing 
can be positively ascertained with respect to the nature or the 
magnitude of the expedition, but it is said that a part of the 
plan of operations is to establish a blockade of all the Achinese 
ports. The right of the Dutch Government to do this under the 
treaty recently made is unquestioned, but the peculiar nature of 
the trade between Penang and Acheen would make this blockade 
at the present time a serious hardship upon the Penang mer- 
chants, and entail upon them severe losses. - The merchants 
have advanced goods to the traders, to be sold on credit 
to the Achinese, the payment for which is to be made in 
pepper and produce. The pepper season' is now about to open, 
and a sudden blockade will deprive the merchants of the produce 
to which they are entitled. The merchants here have addressed a 
letter on the subject to the Government, urging in behalf of them- 
selves and the Chinese British subjects mainly engaged in the 
trade that representations may be made to the proper authorities 
to endeavour to prevent a blockade of the ports before giving 
sufficient notice to enable those interested to withdraw their capi- 
tal, and also that a British man-of-war be directed to accompany 
the expedition to protect British interests. The request is reason- 
able, but unless prompt action is taken it will be impossible to 
comply with it, the expedition being reported to have passed 
through the Straits on the 12th March. 

The Spanish Government of the Philippines, finding difficulty 
in subjugating the people of the Sooloo Archipelago, are insist- 
ing upon their right to the sole trade of those islands, and the 
Spanish Consul at this port has obtained the republication, in 
the Official Gazette, of a notitication published in 1860, forbidding 
foreign vessels from entering the ports. It is rumoured from 
Hong Kong that the Italian Government intends acting in con- 
cert with Spain in the subjugation of Sooloo, and intends estab- 
lishing a ealoiiy somewhere in the neighbourhood—RBalambangan, 
which belongs to Great Britain, being, it is said, the locality fixed 
upon. Possibly the abdication of King Amadeus from the throne 
of Spain may deter the Italian Government, if it ever intended 
to do what it is credited with, from proceeding farther in the 
matter. The Italian frigate Governolo, now here, and the Vedetta, 
now at Ronan g, it was reported, were sent out for the purpose of 
carrying out this object, but nothing positive is known concern- 
ing their mission. - 

he public will be glad to learn that another attempt is to be 
made to put up the lighthouse on the North Sands. We under- 
stand the cause of the delay has becn that new foundation piles 
have had to be procured from England ; these are expected by 
the steamer /?ussia, and as soon as they arrive, and a vessel is 
procured for the work, the iron will be loaded and taken down. 

Several prisoners taken during a riot at Tanjong Pagar have 
been tried before Captain Walshe, Magistrate of Police. The 

prisoners consisted of voth Hokiens and Macaos. On the 11th 

arch five Hokiens were tried, of whom three received thirty 
stripes each, and all were sentenced to six months’ hard labour. 
On the 13th five Macaos and two Hokiens received thirty stripes 
each, and were sentenced to six months’ hard labour, and one 
other was sent to six months’ hard labour without flogging. 

The Government Gazette announces that the leave of absence of 
Mr. W. E. Maxwell, Magistrate of Police at Province Wellesley, 
has been extended for six months on half salary. 

The Russian frigate Svetlana, Captain Craemer, arrived on 
the 10th March from Hong Kong, which port she left on the 
2nd instant., bound to Aden.

IMPORTS. 


YokouamMa.—The market had been without animation, and sales of

For Nos. 16/24 of the latter 
holders had been able to establish a rise of $1 per picul, owing to an 
improvement in the demand. Other counts were not wanted. Black 
Velvets had declined, and were difficult of sale. In Woollen Goods 
transactions had been unimportant. Moussellines de Laine had been 
inquired for to a small extent, but at rather lower rates. Metals with- 
out change. 

TIENTSIN.—Busineas was resumed on the 7th Feb. The report was 
favourable ; Common Chops of 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings had been sold at 
Tis. 1.92 to 1.94, an improvement on the closing rates of last year. 
White Shirtings and English Jeans were also wanted at rather better 
prices, and altogether the aspect of the Tientsin market was brighter 
than for a length of time previously. 

Carroo.—Messra. Wilson, Cornabe and Co. report as follows :—We 
have to report an inactive market in Imports. Prior to the Chinese 
New-Year a few sales of 8} lb. Grey Shirtings were effected at Ts. 1.90 
per piece, to satisfy immediate wants, but since then nothing further 
has been done, the dealers being still engaged with their New-Year fes- 
tivities ; we, however, look for the resumption of business in the course 
of another fortnight when we hope to see a better demand for all classes 
of goods at improved rates.

The Japanese Embassy has drawn up for circulation among 
naval officers and men an invitation for a number of volunteers 
to go out _and become instructors of the Imperial College of 
Japan. The classes required are commanders, gunnery lieu- 
tenants, chief engincers, assistant engineers, boatswains, gunners, 
carpenters, and able seamen. Outfit and travelling allowances 
are provided. The period of engagement is three years, and the 
Admiralty are so far cognisant of and consenting to the scheme 
as to consent that officers volunteering shall receive half pay of 
their rank in the English navy, the service time to count for 
pensions. ‘Those who go out must not engage in other business 
or interfere in Japanese politics or religion.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Apri 10, 

The day before yesterday a meeting of shareholders of the Rot- 
terdam Bank was held here. Mr. De Monchy, the President of Com- 
missaries, opened the procecdings with a short speech. He remarked 
that, a year ago, he had expressed the hope that large dividends might 
be paid to the shareholders, but he had not believed that they would 
be realised so soon as has been the case. For this result great credit 
was due to the directors, by whose management the business of the 
Bank, both at home and abroad, has been enormously increased. Mr. 
de Monchy, whose speech was warmly applauded, hoped that the poai- 
tion of the Bank would continue to improve. The report, of which I 
have already given you an extract, was approved of, and only a few 
observations were made, of no importance. Mr. D. Van Weel (formerly 
one of the Commissaries), was clected manager by 277 out of 293 votes. 
Messrs. J. H. C. Van der Kun and A. Ruel were re-elected Commis- 
saries, whilst the seat left vacant by the election of Mr. Van Weel was 
filled up by the election of Mr. J. W. Bunge. One of the shareholders 
proposed a vote of thanks to the Commissaries and directors, to which 
Mr. Muller, president managet, replied, and the proggedings were 
closed, 

Some correspondents in the Hague make mention of on dits that our 
Government is in treaty with that of Great Britain about the settle- 
ments on the West Coast of Africa, because the native princes and 
population dislike the English protectorate. I do not think there is any 
truth in these rumours. 

The supposition that the Liberal party would finally be defeated at 
the re-election of a member of Parliament for the district of Leyden 
has proved to be correct. Mr. Vandenbergh van Heemstede was 
victorious over Mr. Neel, the Liberal candidate. This result will give 
much satisfactionto the editor of the Batariusch Handelsblad, but he 
will probably be the only person in Java who is of opinion that this is 
a fact worth rejoicing about.

EDUCATION IN JAPAN, 
(MORNING POST.) 

The thorough transformation which all things are undergoing in Japan 
ig_certainly the most remarkable, as it may possibly turn out to be also 
the most important in its influence upon the world at large, of the many 
revolutions in which this age of sucial and political change is so prolific. 
Twenty years ago Japan was rigorously closed against the dreaded and 
hated foreigner ; even shipwreck itself was not a sufficient title to its hos- 
pitalivy: Now Europe and America are ransacked for foreign teachers and 

oreign models, The old policy of isolation was adopted a couple of cen- 
turies ago, and was maintained with indomitable perseverance. But even 
while maintained, it must have become almost intolerable to the Japanese ; 
for when, nineteen years since, an American squadron appeared off 
the coast no real difficulty was encountered in the negotiations which 
first opened the country to the world ; and the maritime Powers of Europe 
were immediately afterwards able to secure right of ingress for their own 
subjects, likewise with even greater facility. But it isthe events which 
followed that most clearly prove how little the old isolation was at bot- 
tom to the liking of the people. The barrier having been broken down, 
they passed at once from non-intercourse to imitation the most thorough- 
going, and, it must be added, the most discriminating. Their first step 
was to get rid of every vestige of duuble government, and to make the 
Mikado the veritable Sovereign of the Empire, to farm a Cabinet with 
departments each in the charge of a Minister after the European 
fashion, and even to call together a kind of Parliament. All this, it 
will be admitted, was no slight achievement. But it is dwarfed into 
insignificance by what follows. Throughout the Empire there ruled a 
multitude of vassal princes, and all with rights of peace and war, and 
some of them possessed of really formidable naval and military re- 
sources. All these princes were assembled at the capital, and were in- 
duced to surrender to the Emperor, not merely their sovereign 
righta, but actually their land also. When we bear in mind the 
difficulty experienced in Europe in disendowing a church, or 
depriving monasteries of their possessions, we can form to our- 
selves some conception of the magnitude of this momentous trans- 
action. But even this revolution is not more wonderful than that which 
affects the sword-bearing class. The sword-bearing class were the mili- 
tary retainers of the Princes, maintained without the necessity of 
labour, and exempted from taxation ; and they have consented to lay 
down their privileges, and to sink undistinguished intu the mass of the 
population. Thus in a few short years, and almost without bloodshed, 
a kingdom, constituted somewhat after the manner of the France of 
the Crusades, has been transformed, as it were, by magic, into a State 
organised according to the most advanced modern principles. It is as if 
Japan had cleared by a single bound five centuries of European pro- 
gress. Side by side with this political revolution other changes, not 
less far-reaching, have also taken place. Ruilways have been built, 
telegraphs laid down, shipbuilding introduced, and mining set on foot. 
An army has been formed, organised after the German pattern, and a 
fleet is being created, modelled upon our own. And last, not least, every- 
thing is being done to encourage the arts and sciences and to attract to 
the country persons capable of giving instruction in the most improved 
methods of carrying on any kind of business. 

It will at once be understood that those who ‘planned and carried 
through this marvellous revolution were alive to the necessity of intro- 
ducing a reformed system of education that would fit the people to 
uphold and work the liberalised institutions that had been granted to 
them. Asa matter of fact, they spared no pains to encourage and _pro- 
mote instruction. But before they could give full effect to their views 
it was necessary to train competent teachers, They felt rightly that a 
national system of education can be carried into effect only by native 
teachers. At first, therefore, their principal care was to afford to select 
students opportunity to acquire the highest cducation, in order that 
they might impart it to their fellow-countrymen in turn, rather than to 
establish at once a complete system. Now, however, they are of opinion 
that the period of preparation ought to be brought to a close, and that 
it is time to found the educational system, which they hope will enable 
Japan to enter into perfectly equal competition with the nations of the 
West. One of the objects which the Japanese Embassy, now on the 
Continent, has in view is to study the various systems of education in 
force in Europe and America, and to draught a scheme adapted to the 
circumstances of Japan. It is understood that the Embassy has com- 
pleted this part of its labours, and is ready to recommend a plan of the 
most comprehensive character. This plan, if adopted—and after 
what has been done there can hardly be a doubt on the point— 
will give tu this semi-barbarous Asiatic State a system of education 
decidedly superior to that of the must advanced nation of Europe. The 
whole Empire, it is proposed, is to be divided into eight districts, in 
each of which a college is to be established, The cight collegiate dis- 
tricts are respectively to be subdivided into thirty-two divisions, each of 

_ Which is to be provided with a high school for feeding the colleges, 
And each of the 256 high school divisions thus formed are again to be 
parcelled out into 210 elementary schuol subdivisions. Attendance at 
the elementary echools is to be compulsory on all children, female as 
well as male, over six years of age, how high socver may be their rank, 
or narrow their circumstances. Scholarships, exhibitions, and the like 
are to be founded for enabling clever students to pass from the ele- 
mentary to the intermediate schovls, and thence tu the colleges ; and 

rovision is also to be inade for sending 180 students every year to 
Prope or America, In addition to these institutions intended for the 
Daiteky ens training schools for teachers are to be established, also 
technicil schools for giving instruction in the application of science to 
the arts ; and, lastly, it is recommended that charity schools should be 
set up for the destitute, as well as evening schools to meet the conve- 
nience of those who cannot attend inthe day time. And an Education 
Department is to supcrintend the working of the system, and to publish 
@ report every year. 

Those who are acquainted with the educational institutions of dif- 
ferent countries will see that these proposals are not mere slavish copies 
of what are found existing among any particular people, but are free, 
and upon the whole judicious, selections of the good points of various 
systems. Indeed, the plan for enabling students to visit the West for 
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purposes of observation and study is not borrowed at all. It is but th® 
continuation of a Japanese practice already of some years’ standing. 
The scheme affords evidence, therefore, of independence as well, as of 
imitativeness and desire of improvements. What will be the practical 
result of its establishment? It is impossible to say. But this much is 
evident, that it cannot fail to be both great and lasting. Had we todo 
indeed with a people who had given less convincing proof of the 
earnestness with which they carry through their reforms, we might be 
inclined to suspect that the greatness of the conception would be marred 
by the inefficiency of the instruction affurded. But the Japanese have 
given us no ground for such a suspicion. They are now passing through 
a phase rare in the history of nations, and important as it is rare on 
account of the impress it leaves upon succeeding times. They seem to 
have been seized universally with a passion for change, and at the same 
time to be filled with a public spirit which accounts every sacrifice as 
nought when it is made for country. Painful experience has convinced 
them of the inferiority of their civilisation to that of Europe, but they 
cannot bear that their country should continue inferior. As Daimios 
did not hesitate to surrender their power and possessions, as Samurai 
did not shrink from laying down their privileges, we may be sure that 
the people generally will du what they think necessary to raise Japan 
to the level of foreign countries. In a generation or two, then, we may 
expect to see the Japanese educated, in the sense in which we use the 
word in Europe. What will be the effect upon our position in the 
Exst? It ought not to be disadvantageous to us, for there is no cause 
of quarrel between us and Japan. If we are wisc, Japanese progress 
is much more likely to affect Russia and China injudiously. Russia has 
seized one of the Japanese islands, and is said to be encroaching further, 
But Japan will submit to such encroachment, it may be presumed, only 
so long as she feels it unsafe’ to resent them. As for China, the 
Mikado’s Government is credited, whether rightly or wrongly, with an 
aggressive spirit in that direction. If it yields prematurely to that 
spirit, of course Japan's fair prospects would soon become overcluuded, 
but if it bides its time, a Japanese conquest of China may be one of the 
surprises in store for the twentieth century. 


A ROYAL RECEPTION IN JAPAN. 

A private letter from Yokohama gives an account of a recent recep- 
tion of Mr. De Long and Mr. Butzow, the United States and the Rus- 
sian Ministers, by the Mikado, each Minister being accompanied by his 
wife. The lady who writes the letter says :— 

“We were received by high Japanese officials, after which we were 
conducted through corridors innumerable, heavily carpeted so as to ex- 
clude sound, by # body guard, to a room at the extremity of the palace, 
where we were welcomed hy Soyeshima, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
the Minister of the Household, and the Grand Chamberlain. Shortly, 
two ladies of honour, dreased beautifully, entered, and, after being pre- 
sented, informed us that the Mikado and Empress were in readiness to 
receive us. The ladies of honour preceded us to the throne-room, we 
being escorted by the Court Interpreter, followed by the officers of the 
Royal household. We found the Emperor and Empress standing to 
receive us, which honour we were hardly prepared for, and which might 
have overwhelmed us if we had not remembered that we were Ameri- 
cans, representatives of a nation second to none. After being, through 
the Interpreter, presented, the Royal couple shook hands with us most 
graciously, when they seated themeelves, and signified to us that we 
should fallow suit, side screens having been pushed lightly on one side, 
and armchairs of crimson and blue brocatelle wheeled into the apart- 
ment and placed at our disposal. The Emperor was attired in a rich 
purple silk, with overdress of white, and large fuwing sleeves. His 
‘consort’ was attired in a dress of heavy brown silk, with overdress of 
crimson wrought with gold. On a line with our party were seven maids 
of honour, all attired in crimaon silk, though not as elegant or elaborate 
as that of the Empress. The latter had her hair dressed very tastily, 
puffed at the side, drawn back from the forehead, and low, while 
stiff at the ends and fastened with ribands. The s!eeves of the 








overdress were wide and full, and reached neerly to the floor. Her 
face was white with powder, her lips vermillion with paint, 
eyebrows not to be seen, having been pulled out, while the 


teeth were blackened to the utmost. The room was handsomely 
covered with rich carpet of foreign manufacture, but had little 
in the way of furniture. The Emperor thanked Mr. De Long for his 
kindness to the Japanese Embassy while with them abroad, and further- 
more expressed himself a3 greatly indebted to the Ainerican people gene- 
rally for their uniform kindness and courtesy to the Embassy while in 
America, The Empress kindly inquired after the welfare of my family, 
and hoped upon a future oceasion T would bring my little davehter with 
ine. T made some remarks concerning the importance of the event, 
making it a day and occasion long to Le remembered, and which, in 
America, our ludies would hail with joy, and hoped they would never 
have cause to regret the kindly fecling which prompted them,toward 
a social interchange of interest between this and forcizm nations, The 
ceremony was remarkable for its extreme informality, and lasted about 
thirty minutes, when Soyeshima gave the signal for departure, which 
we were not loth to act upon. As we rose, the Emperor and Empress 
again cordially shook us by the band, and we retreated in Court style, 
two pretty little Japanese girls carrying our train after the most ap- 
proved manner, though this was their first experience in such matters, 
Qur own servants not being admitted, the Fercien Minister was neti- 
ficd when we arrived that we should need such assistance, und he 
attended to the matter admirably, apologising in advance if everything 
should not be what we desired, as the children needed experience in 
that réle ; but, as intimated, nothing could have been improved upon,”

THE SUEZ CANAL QUESTION. 

Mr. BAILLIE CocHRANE has entitled himself to the ac- 
knowledgments of the mercantile world for the lucid and’ 
exhaustive speech in which he brought the rights of English 
steam shipowners before the House of Commons. We wish 
we could add that Lord ENFIELD had exhibited, on the 
part of the Foreign-office, a desire to carry out the views 
which the member for the Isle of Wight supported with so 
formidable an array of facts and figures with the energy 
and promptitude that the occasion demards. On the side 
of M. pe Lrsseps it must be admitted that, broadly as we 
differ from him in principle, he is outspoken—overbearingly 
so—in his published statements of his views. He would 
carry his designs with a high hand indeed. He affects to 
consider the right to the canal as a matter in which Great 
Britain is to have no voice as to terms, notwithstanding 
that those terms were of his own making, and that seventy- 
nine per cent. of the vessels which have passed through 
under his invitation have borne the British flag. To what 
insignificant proportions does the remaining balance of 
shipping dwindle when we learn that the Italian and the 
Austrian Governments are as much opposed to the augmen- 
tation of the tolls as ourselves. Nothing is left but the 
comparatively petty traffic of France, which assuredly the 
suicidal policy of M. DE LESSsEPS is not calculated to in- 
crease. Such shallow expedients as the friendly suit be- 
tween the Canal Company apd the Messageries only serve 
as a means of taking money out of one French pocket to 
put it into another, at the expense of the rest of Europe. 
It is to be lamented that the great engineer has no more 
respect for his own promises than to propose to tear up the 
contract of rates which he promulgated of his own free 
will, and on our acceptance of which, and confidence in him, 
so many millions have been invested. It is nothing to say 
that our capitalists did not construct the canal—it is un- 
deniable that our shipowners.have been the first to support 
it, and that it is to their continued support alone that the 
shareholders can look for the dividends which M. DE LEs- 
SEPS so unreasonably professes to consider that we grudge 
them. So far from grudging them, it has been almost en- 
tirely through British enterprise and confidence in his good 
faith that the canal has been saved from being choked with 
its own sand, and dying a natural death—as a speculation— 
from sheer inanition. The idea of creating a feeling of 
hostility between France and England in this matter is 
frivolous and unworthy. The plain fact of the case is that 
M. DE-LESSEPS made certain promises, and that the ne- 
cessity to observe them must be demonstrated to him now 
that he is attempting to evade them under some vague im- 
pression that he has our shipowners “ under his thumb.” 
We believe that, if the opinion of France were taken to- 
morrow, it would be in favour of carrying out the original 
terms in their integrity ; and that France herself, in the 
interest of French shareholders, would scout the idea of 
shifting law-suits from one quarter of the world to the other, 
as M. DE LESSEPsS has done—with the complaisant consent 
of his ostensible opponents. Nothing is required but the 
prompt action of our Government, backed as it is by those 
of Italy and Austria, and, as we cannot doubt it will be, by 
those of Germany and the United States, to keep M. DE 
Lesseps and the Ottoman Government—ego ef rex meus— 
to the terms of their contract, and, by assuring the ex- 
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pansion of the traffic which the short-sighted policy of the 
directors would check, to secure to the shareholders a speedy 
dividend, in spite of their chairman. 


THE defalcations committed by Mr. CAINE when lately 
in charge of the Consulate at Hankow have not escaped the 
attention of the Committee of the House of Commons ap- 
pointed annually to report upon the public accounts. Ac- 
cording to the information supplied to the Committee by 
the Foreign-office, Mr. CAINE had last been heard of as on 
his way to Ceylon, and it did not seem worth while to go 
to the expense of sending out a constable to that island to 
secure him, as he would probably have disappeared before 
the officer could arrive. All that Lord GRANVILLE has 
done—he might perhaps as well have done nothing—is to 
write to Mr. WADE “to know what course he desires should 
be pursued ;” and no further step is to be taken in this 
country till the reply from Peking shall have reached 
England. The loss will fall ultimately upon our Treasury 
chest, as the debt is due to the Crown; but the Treasury 
announce that in consequence of the occurrence they are 
taking into consideration the regulations under which money 
is advanced to Consuls, and they are about to communicate 
with the Foreign-office on that subject, “to see if some 
“ better check upon the power entrusted to the Consuls in 
“ China of drawing money can be devised.” The Accounts 
Committee wind up their reference to this subject with 
the mournful reflection that “there seems but little hope 
“ that the loss will be recovered, or the offender brought to 
“« justice.” 


THE steamers belonging to the ‘‘ Nederland ” Steam Na- 
vigation Company, of Amsterdam, plying between Niewdiep 
and Java, via the Suez Canal, are in future to call at 
Southampton regularly each month, to take up freight and 
passengers from this country, and from France via Havre. 
The first steamer under the new arrangement will be the 
Prins Hendrik, which will leave Southampton about the 12th 
proximo. 


THE Directors of the Messageries Maritimes have 
that their steamers, both outward and homeward, should 
call at Naples to land mails and passengers. The arrange- 
ment will commence with the next outward steamer. 


Mr. W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary to H.B.M.’s Le- 
gation at Peking, will return to his post by the French mail 
steamer leaving Marseilles on the 11th proximo. 


THE CHINA CONSULS’ REPORTS. 
(Continued. ) 

We append the completion of our réswmé of the China Con- 
sular Reports for 1871 :— 

FoocHow. 

Mr. Consul Sinclair reports no new feature on the character 
of the trade of this port, excepting the influence exercised by the 
opening of the Suez Canal on the export of tea. The exports 
remained precisely the same in denomination, both as to forei 
and native goods. <A slight increase appeared in some of the 
manufactured goods imported, but opium continued its annual 
decline. Excepting opium and lead—used for the lining of tea 
cheste—the import trade in foreign hands continued to be insig- 
nificant. British merchants had lost heart in the attempt to 
establish an import trade at Foochow, through want of encou- 
ragement on the part of native dealers. It is discouraging to 
find that, after pouring into the surrounding country so much 
wealth in the shape of hard cash for the purchase of tea, there 
is no return made on the of the trading population to take 
off more of the goods which our merchants here would be able 
to provide as cheaply as the Chinese can buy them in Hong 
Kong or Shanghai. 

The total export of opium was 3,188 chests, against 3,637 in 
the previous year. The native grown drug interferes mostly 
with demand for Persian, and consequently the sales of the 
latter were small. The yield of native opium in Foo-ning-foo 
and Foo-gan-heen increased from 890 to 1,400 piculs, although 
not equal in quality to that grown in the Lze-choen province. 
At Wen-chow, in the adjoining province, the cultivation was 
also extending. 

Foochow may be called the great tea port of China for that 
kind of Congou which is most consumed in Great Britain. In 
1871 637,542 piculs were exported, against 487,875 in the pre- 
ceding year. On the whole the teas showed a marked improve- 
ment, especially in the finer kinds, the tea-men having profited 
by the remonstrances of foreign purchases. The manufacture of 
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the leaf was more careful, there was less dust and old and in- 
ferior qualities, and a better style of fining was adopted. The 
export of tea to Australia and Russia greatly increased, and this, 
_.combined with the speculation of the brokers, who can afford to 
ive long credits, raised prices to the disadvantage of cash 
uyers. 
here was a scarcity of tonnage during the year, but a large 
increase in steamers trading through the Suez Canal. The total 
duties collected at the Foreign Custom-house on all foreign trade 
at the port of Foo-chow-foo in 1871 was Tls. 1,835,360, the 
largest amount collected at any port except Shanghai. 


TAMSUY AND KELUNG (FORMOSA). 

W. Frater, Acting Interpreter, reports the total value of the 
trade in 1868 as £122,221. In 1869 it rose to £223,545 ; and in 
1870 it reached £314,508. This steady increase was kept up in 
1871, when the exports and imports were reckoned at £391,329. 
In the above figures treasure is not included. 

Three-fourths of the imports were foreign, the principal ar- 
ticles being cotton piece-goods and opium, the latter of which 
had previously been imported to be bartered for tea and cam- 
phor. The total value of the import trade was £225,512, against 
£163,581 in the preceding year. 

The total value of exports was £165,817, against £150,927 in 
1870. The difference in value was really much greater than ap- 

from these figures, owing to the tea having been returned 
in the former year at a much higher rate per picul than in the 
year under notice. 
continued without check, and the increase is likely to be pro- 
gressive. Many indigo fields have now been transferred to tea 
cultivation. 

The working of some of the coal mines in Japan having been 
interrupted the export of coal from Kelung was exceptionally 
large in 1871, having been 18,671 tons, or more than double the 
preceding year’s export. The demand was not decreasing ; vessel 
after vessel continuing to arrive with orders to load with coal for 
Shanghai. 

Indigo had been so unremunerative an article that merchants 
had given up trading in it. Formosan indigo is inferior from its 
wretched manufacture, but the better kind might, under improved 
and energetic foreign management, be madea paying speculation. 

The customs dues and duties amounted to £29,018. There were 
five British houses of business at Tamsung. 


TAIKOW AND TAIWAN (FORMOSA). 

Mr. Gregory, Acting Consul, reports an increase of British 
shipping, with a diminution of non-British shipping, increased 
import of cotton manufactures, maintenance of a greatly increased 
export of sugar, and a general increase in trade. The British 
vessels entered and cleared were 71 in 1869, 98 in 1870, and 138 
in the year under notice. On the other hand, the non-British 
shipping did not maintain the increase it made in 1870. Hence 
the total number of vessels was slightly less in 1871 than in the 

receding year, but the value of the cargoes was greater. The 
import of cotton goods of all kinds rose steadily from 21,595 
pieces in 1868 to 22,110 in 1869, 36,453 in 1870, and 61,197 in 
1871. In sugar the great advance that was made in 1870, more 
than doubling the export, was nearly, though not quite, main- 
tained. The export in 1870 was 711,245 cwt. ; in 1871 695,063. 
In the import of opium, both Indian and Persian, there was a 
ly increase. Woollens fell off from 1870—6,143 pieces, 
against 9,506—but showed a large increase on 1868 and 1869. 

A few figures on the trade of all the Formosan ports—north 
and south—will appropriately close this summary. The returns 
show the following as the total values of imports and exports in 
British and other foreign vessels for 1871 (not including treasure 
or re-exports) :—

Thus the trade of the northern ports was only about one-half 
in amount of value ; but Mr. Gregory considers that these figures 
by no means show the real comparative interest or importance to 
a foreign merchant of the northern ports. The northern trade 
‘was much more decidedly foreign in its character than the south- 
ern. Moreover, a trade in tea, in which special skill is exercised, 
and particularly such a tea trade as that of Tamsay, in which the 
tea is not merely bought and shipped, but in a great measure 

repared, by the British merchant, derives special importance 
from these characteristics.

Mr. Stronach, Acting Consul, reports some remarkable vicissi- 
tudes in the trade of 1871—partly due to speculation, and partly 
to the flogds, which last are computed to have done damage to 
the amount of a million sterling. 

Foreign imports, however, increased from £1,364,270 in 1870 
to £1,852,408 ; and exports, from £909,258 to £1,296,486. The 
immense increase in the year’s supply of sugar (over 50 per cent.) 
probably saved the district from a civil commotion, by alle- 
viating the effects of the floods. ; 

The number of vessels entered and cleared was respectively 
342 and 349 British, and 140 foreign. 
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CANTON. 

Mr. Consul Robertson reports a considerable increase both in 
the quantity and value of the foreign trade. In 1870 it was 
valued at £6,781,074 ; in 1871, at £8,545,798, being an increase 
of £1,564,719. Both imports and exports exhibited a propor- 
tionate increase. In imports raw cotton shows an excess of 
68,905 piculs over the preceding year; grey shirtings, 4,701 
pieces ; and white, 9,534 pieces. e principal part of the mer- 
chandise imported is brought from Hong Kong. The high rate 
of interest, never less than 12 per cent., has hitherto prevented 
native merchants from importing goods direct from Europe, or 
having agents in the principal seats of manufacture, though the 
subject is continually discussed among them. 

The export of tea showed an improvement over the Peeoene 
year of 3,018,482 lbs. Prices averaged high, and the teamen di 
well. Silk also showed an increase of 202,465 lbs. Refuse, wild 
raw, and cocoons, also advanced—refuse to the extent of 312,025 
lbs, This increase may be attributed to the Canton silk getting 
more into favour in the home market, being soft and fine in 
quality, and suitable for mixing with the coarser and harsher 
staple from the northern ports of China, and it promises to take 
a very important position in the trade of the port, as the natives 
are increasing the cultivation of the mulberry tree in the neigh- 
bouring districts. The increase in the export of sugar was large 
—182,994 piculs of all sorts over 1870. This was probably due 
to Hong Kong, where an European refinery draws its supplies 
from the mainland of Chinese made sugar for refining; and 
there is every prospect of the export improving as the demand 
for the refined article increases. If nothing occurs to disturb 
the tranquillity of the country, no doubt can exist that Canton 
will recover much of its former position as a port of foreign 
trade, and become a valuable source of supply to foreign markets.

Charles the First: An Historical Tragedy, by W. G. Wills. 
Blackwood and Sons: London and Edinburgh.—The publica- 
tion of a play which has excited so much controversy as the 
present will ensure it many readers, besides those who would 
necessarily be attracted by the announcement of any new work 
by its accomplished author. If it has been Mr. Wills’s design 
to oe a dramatic poem, filled with characters of a diversi- 
fied nature—fierce and relentless, gentle and affectionate, hesi- 
tating, plotting and temporising—and changing from joy to 
grief, from love to death as may suit the exigencies of the plot— 
there is no question but that he has accomplished all, and 
even more than he undertook. . Still we cannot congratulate 
him on a legitimate success. After making every allowance 
for the license which is generally conceded to the writers 
of historical fiction, we think few persons of ordinary edu- 
cation will be converted by the present production into 
the belief that Oliver Cromwell was a villain of the mean- 
est and blackest kind—in Mr. Wills’s own words, that the 

eat Protector was “ unblushingly roreots, and of a character 

isfigured by “hideous levity, duplicity, greed, cruelty, and 
tyranny.” The play contains some fine passages, but the charac- 
ter of the “Martyr King” is drawn with no closer compliance 
with received opinions than that of the Huntingdon brewer ; and 
historical probability being thus sacrificed at the outset, the play 
soon ceases to exercise the interest it has awakened. The author 
has printed an energetic defence of his estimate of Cromwell at 
the end of the play. It would have served better for a preface, 
and in that situation might have spared the reader the introduc- 
tory advertisement by an anonymous “ Editor,” which is couched 
in terms of such overwrought praise as we are surprised Mr. 
Wills should have been content to accept—and Messrs. Black- 
wood to publish—without requiring its encomium to be fortified 
by some accredited name in the world of letters. 

The Phenix for February contains the usual variety of articles, 
of which one of the most popular is a paper on the colonisation 
of the Himalayas, by Mr. B. H. Hodgson. Mr. W. F. Mayers 
explains the relations of China with "Badakhahal and the Af- 
ghans ; Mr. Howarth continues his life of Ogotai Khakan, and 
Dr. Archibald Campbeil completes his “Itinerary from Phari in 
Tibet to Lassa.” The number closes with an interesting résumé of 
a lecture recently delivered in Hong Kong, by Dr. E. J. Eitel, on 
the question, “ What is Fung-shuey?” which is defined as the 
blind groping of the Chinese mind after a system of natural 
science. 

Ocean Highways, Mr.C. Markham’s Geographical Review for the 

resent month, contains a number of articles of uncommon value. 

r. PorterSmith contributesa paper on the “Great Rivers of China,” 
and Mr. T. F. Hughes gives an account of Formosa and its South- 
ern aborigines. ‘“ Railways in Asia Minor,” by Mr. C. E. Austin, 
Mr. Hanbury’s paper on “ Myrrh,” Professor H. Mohn’s sketch of 
the “ Meteorological Institute of Christiana,” and Mr. Ravenstein’s 
article on “Cartography” complete thelist of originalcontributions, 
There are, however, full abstracts of the proceedings of British 
and Foreign Geographical Societies, and the number is illustrated 
with several well executed maps drawn by Mr, Keith Johnstone

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of March have 
been issued. The imports for the month show an increase of 
£2,030,230 over the corresponding month of 1872, the figures 
being £29,850,113, against £27,519,883 in 1872, and £27,526,513 
in 1871. The imports of wheat reached £1,831,527, against 
£1,617,951 in 1872, and £1,029,795 in 1871, and the imports of 
cotton £6,236,216, against £5,265,648 in 1472, and £5,351,186 in 
1871. The declared value of exports for the month is £21,744,213, 
against £20,165,568 in March, 1872. The amount for the quarter 
is £62,376,366, against £57,575,364 in the corresponding period 
of last year, and £47,719,605 in the first quarter of 1871. The 
increase for the month is chiefly made up by the enhanced value 
of coal and metals, but there is also a hair improvement under 
many other heads. In the case of coal, while an increase is 
shown of nearly 64 per cent. in the value of our shipments, there 
has been a falling off of more than 11 per cent. in their quantity. 
In the exportatiun of iron also there has been a fractional de- 
crease in quantity, concurrently with an increase of 35 per cent. 
in the declared value. In the other branches of trade there have 
been no special features, with the exception that the disorgani- 
sation of industry is causing on the Continent as elsewhere an ex- 
traordinary demand for machinery of all kinds, so that an augmen- 
tation of about 43 per cent. is shown in the present return. The 
woollen business has been slack, and figures for a falling off of 
about 15 per cent., but in nearly all other classes of manufacture 
an increase is exhibited. In cotton piece goods it has been § per

The market has been very quiet during the week, business being 
almost at a stand until after the Budget; buyers and sellers both 
waited to see whether any change would be made in the duty. On 
there being no alteration announced, importers placed a very large quan- 
tity of Tea on the market, but the result was not satisfactory, only a 
very small proportion finding buyers at prices in some cases showing a 
slight decline. The deliveries for the weck amount to 3,323,000 Ibs. 
against 3,890,000 Ibs. last year.

The Budget of the Chancellor of the Exchequer laid before Parliament 
on the 7th inst. proposes to further reduce the duties by one-half; the

Messrs. Beebe’s Circular says :—The market during the past month 
has shown less activity and a more limited business, at a general decline 
in all descriptions of Tea. Greens: Good to fine grades are in moderate 
demand at a decline of fully five cents per pound on last month's 
quotations. Finest are in rather better supply, and leas sought for at 
extreme rates. Common kinds are neglected, and quotations for these 
are mainly nominal. Japans, with an increased supply, have been 
taken with less freedom at a decline of threc to five cents per pound for 
common to good medium, and five to six cents for fine to choice. 
Oolongs have been less inquired for, stocks in the hands of jobbers 
generally proving sufficient to meet their current wants. A limited 
business has therefore been done in them, at prices showing a decline of 
one to two cents per pound. Formosas: Choicest kinds are still scarce, 
and are wanted at prices fully equal to opening rates, while common to 
fine grades are slow of sale at a decline of two to three cents per lb. 
Congou and Souchong have been in rather better request, but without 
change in prices. The market closes weak and unsettled generally, 
with a tendency to lower quotations than have yet been accepted. The 
advanced rates for Gold and continued stringency in the Money Market 
have contributed not a little to the demoralisation of prices now pre- 
vailing to a greater or less extent in most descriptions of merchandise. 
A general want of confidence in the future induces much caution on the 
part of buyers, and disinclines them to carry stock beyond the limit 
necessary to meet the demand for immediate distribution. This is 
especially true in reference to Tea, and with the excess in supplies for 
the year ending June 30, likely to equal at least a half year’s con- 
sumption, furnish sufficient reasons for the present condition of our 


market.

Mr. O'Donoghue’s market report says :—Since the issue of our last 
Circular the market for raw Silk has undergone but little change. The 
better grades of Canton re-reeled continue to be in active demand.

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THE COMING SILK SEASON. 
(COMMUNICATED.) 

© In a few weeks we shall be discussing the opening prices of 
the new silk season in China, and it seems to us an opportune 
moment to take a glance at the present position of the trade, and 
to point out some of the causes which have tended to bring about 
-the present, to say the least, unsatisfactory state of affairs. We 
have often heard it said in connection with the China trade—and 
it is none the less true for its frequent repetition and triteness— 
that the t disadvantage under which the foreigner labours is 
the fact that he is continually “competing” with others, while 
John Chinaman is as continually “ combining” against the whole 
body of foreign devils. Now, although any thinking man must 
admit at once that this competition long ago exceeded the limit 
of a businesslike and watchful activity, such is the un- 
healthy feverish anxiety always “to be doing something,” 
we dare not for a moment expect to see this unwhole- 
some disease competition abate until one of two things hap- 

either a series of ve disasters, or a marked cur- 
tailment of the facilities te financing at present so tempt- 
ingly offered and so lavishly granted by the numerous 
Banking Companies now associated with the Far East. A 
question which we heard put the other day illustrates in the 
clearest possible way the tendency of the present mode of 
transacting business. The question was this. e freight on silk 
used to be forty Taels per bale by steamers and overland, now 
it is reduced to five and even three ; what becomes of the differ- 
ence ? Here, indeed, is the pith of the whole matter. What becomes 
of the difference? Does it go to swell the profit or diminish the 
logs of the importer ? Unhesitatingly, no. Does it tend to lower 
the price at which the importer sells to the manufacturers or 
dealers in this country? Again no, for prices are now shillings 
higher in London than they used to be when the cost. of freight 
was two shillings per pound greater than it now is. It is clear, 
therefore, that as neither European merchant, dealer nor manu- 
facturer receives the benefit of the reduction, it simply goes into 
the pockets of the natives. Let us look at what this means. 
toring export of bales 50,000 we are paying to the Chinese 
annually about Taels 1,750,000 equivalent to £525,000 sterling (a 
sum which would make the fingers of the Chancellor of the Bx- 
chequer to tingle), absolutely for no consideration whatever ; for 
we receive nothing in return for this payment now made to the 
Chinese, which originally used to be paid to carrying companies 
and ships, whose shareholders and owners for the most part were 
our own countrymen. Upon any reduction such as freight being 
established, let us mark the course of action adopted. Imme- 
diately it is announced, surely the calculation which every silk 
inspector showld pro to himself is this ; “The pe paid to 
the producer being the same, at how much less will this reduc- 


tion enable us to sell our ventures at home?” But unhappily | &4 


the demon of competition is at his elbow, and instead he writes 
in his Table of Cost, “ The price at which we sell at home being 
the same, how much more can we afford to pay the producer ? 

As it is with freight, so has it been with every reduction of 
charges that has been made, insurance, commission and the like 
every such reduction being made at the cost of the foreigner an 

to the benefit of the native. It is easy to see that this is an ex- 
haustive process, which, sooner or later, must pealye the ener- 
gies of foreigners engaged in the trade, and the past season or 
two has shown ina very marked manner the baneful effects of 
unthinking blind competition. The action of telegraphic com- 
munication is to intensify these effects, and truly, without some 
radical change in the conduct of business, we must confess we 
see but a gloomy prospect in the future for all concerned in the 


We have seen how, immediately any reduction is made in ex- 
penses, instead of its being applied to diminish the laid down 
cost, our merchants hasten to give the whole of it to the natives ; 
therefore, as no such reduction affects the price at which im- 
porters can sell with profit, prices which were raised to an ex- 
treme point during the years of the failure of the European crop 
have been maintained at about that figure, mainly through the 
merchants’ unwillingness to be current sellers at rates which 
showed a loss. These extreme figures left no room for specula- 
tion, and hence we find that now the middlemen and specu- 
lators (the class of dealers on whom, in fact, depends a current 
are are all gone, and our market is dependent entirely 
and solely upon the demand of manufacturers. er 
competition, displayed but too openly to the natives, has 
had precisely the effect which might be expected, viz., deteriora- 
tion of quality in the raw, owing to hasty and careless py Seb 
tion. Let us now take a glance at the present position of affairs, 
and sé; how entirely all we have said is borne out. We find our 
warehu ses filled with large stocks, quality greatly deteriorated, 
demand fitful and uncertain. On ooki Taather we find our 
wholesale dealers complaining that they have little or no sale 
for silk goods, save the very best, and, on reflecting, we at once 
see that the cause of this lies in the fact that the much-enduring 
public has ceased to find pleasure or economy in buying “‘ cheap 
silks, which are really about one half cotton, one sixth dye, and 
the remaining third silk ; and the only demand which remains 
is that of the wealthy few, who can and will afford to buy good

silks without rd to price, a demand large, it is true, but by 
no means sufficient to employ all the industry devoted to the 
manufacture of silk goods, or to consume a tithe of the raw silk 
produced. The continuance of a high range of price, to 
which we have adverted above, induced manufacturers to 
produce mixed and adulterated goods, and for a long time 
the “ pollox” have been content, in blissful ignorance, to 
putas the composition of cotton, dye, and silk, as “real 
yons Silk” (so saith the advertisements), at 3s. and 4s. per yard ; 
but whereas in olden times a silk dress was almost an heirloom, 
handed do®m from mother to daughter, in our days prudent 
materfamilias finds to her discomfiture that her best dress has 
cut into strips in - a FS after roti three months’ careful 
wear ; consequently she has given u ing out her money in this 
class of goods ; silks at 10s. or 15s. lor rend she cannot aford to 
buy, so she leaves them alone altogether, and for the moment we 
appear to have come to a dead lock. It seems to us that the only 
remedy is for a serious decline to be established in the cost of 
the raw material, enabling manufacturers to make a genuine 
article at a fair and reasonable price, which will once again attract 
consumers, Our idea is that unless something amiss happens to 
the European crop this season, we shall see this serious decline in 
rice on this market at all events, and if our importers will not 
warned of the folly of senselessly competing against each 
other in order to send home one-third of the crop in the first two 
months of the season, at prices which leave no in, then will 
they and the Banks who assist their operations utter seriously, 
and deservedly so. Should the European crop be a moderate one, 
even if China sends us 60,000 to 70,000 bales, prices will have to 
rule on a widely different scale to what we have seen for many 
years, and we shall then see, by the willingness of the natives to 
accept those vastly reduced prices, by how many millions we have 
impoverished our own traders and enriched them by our foolish 
competition. 





THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE—VOYAGE OF THE 
“FATCHOY.” 

The following account of this vessel is taken from the Vew 
Orleans wan. The Fatchoy was originally the British 
steamer Vixen, and was bought by a German firm in Hong Kong 
and chartered to one of the coolie agents for Havannah with the 
usual inhuman results. It will be seen that the vessel was put 
under the Spanish flag, in order to evade the law, which prohibits 
this vile traffic under the German flag. We trust the German 
Minister at Peking will see into this matter. 


The Fatchoy left Macao August 25 with 1,005 coolfes on board. All 
went well until the fourth day out. On this day, at about 3 p.m, a 
cry of mutiny forward was raised. The coolies had attacked the 
ards. One of the guards went overboard, probably thrown over by 
the coolies ; the other took to the rigging. The coolies made a rush to 
the Chinese galley, probably to get knives or other weapons. The mate 
and second mate, from the bree, shot into the crowd, and wounded 
three of the coolies. This checked the mutiny. The officers rallied, 
and succeeded in catching a number of the coolies and tying them by 
their long queues to the iron barricades, or to the gratings, and driving 
the rest below. About 130 or more were put in irons. The next 
morning the Spanish captain had them brought up ; some bags of rice 
were placed on deck, and the prisoners were laid across the bags, faces 
down, stripped to the skin, and unmercifully flogged by two men, 
keeping time with their whips, the blood flowing at every blow, when 
in a short time the deck was covered with bl As each Chinaman 
was flogged he was washed with salt and water and sent below. We 
arrived at Anjer September 9th, remained there two days, proceeding 
thence to Mauritius, where we took in water and coal, the ship remaining 
in quarantine. From Mauritius we went to the he, of Good Hope. In all 
these ports the coolies were a a below, and, while coaling was going on, 
the hatches were put on, and the hospitals forthe sick keptcloeed. The heat 
was intolerable, even in the openair. The voyage for the poor coolies was 
one of unimaginable suffering. They were flogged, kicked, cuffed, and 
throughout treated with the greatest cruelty. The filth and stench 
were something horrible. The hospitals were not cleansed during the 
whole voyage. I venture to say that, in the annals of the African 
slave-trade, all the horrors of the “inside passage” never surpassed 
those of this Chinese slave ship. The deaths on this murderous voyage 
reached eighty, or eight per cent. of the number taken on board at 
Macao. The deaths io Belen were caused by the floggings and the 
horribly filthy condition of the ship. We reached Havannah Dec. 1. 
We were not put into quarantine, but proceeded at once to discharge 
our cargo of live freight. 

The vessel is, to all intents and purposes, German property. She has 
been chartered to the Havannah Chinese Importing Company for two 
trips, one of which is now fulfilled. There was on board an individual 
styled, in sailor parlance, “a paper captain.” He appeared to be the 
agent of the owners of the coolies, or something like a supercargo. He 
had full control of the coolies—superintended the flogging, and other 
punishment inflicted on the coolies throughout the voyage. A more 
merciless scoundrel never raised a lash. 

The other captain is a German. In the ship’s papers he is styled 
sailing master. The first, second, and third mates are Germans, the 
carpenter is a German, the chief engineer is American, and the others 
are English and Scotch. The crew was composed of several nations, 
but all of them understanding English. There were but two or three 
on board besides the “paper captain” who spoke Spanish. The 
languages used on board among the officers and crew were English and 
German, and for commanding the ship English was used exclusively. 





THE NEW BISHOPRIC FOR CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph,) 
Str,—Allow me to offer a few remarks in reply to a letter on 


* the above subject signed “Old China,” which appeared in your 


paper of Dec. 13, 1872. Though, from distance, necessarily 
somewhat out of date, the importance of the subject will, I trust, 
make my remarks not out of place. 

“ Old China’s” plans and theories appear to me to resemble 
that article de luce from which he takes his sobriquet, in that, 
though pleasant to read, and comely, no doubt, in appearance to 
the eyes of many, they are on no account to be used. Or, to 
speak more correctly perhaps, “Old China” well reflects in his 
letter the characteristics of the inhabitants of this “Old ” land of 
“China,” namely, a mixture of sound and practical common sense 
with much bigotry and much misconception. 

The warning as to complications which will probably arise from 
the title proposed for the new Bishop is, I think, most timely. The 
Roman Catholic Bishops avoid all difficulty from the assumption of 
territorial titles in partibus infidelium and in extra colonial 
districts, by drawing their episcopal designation from some 
European city or district. European Missionaries and bishops 
are of course only a temporary agency ; their grand object 
being to organise native self-supporting churches and then in 
time to advance to the unevangelised regions beyond. “Old 
China’s” suggestion as to dividing this vast land between 
different sister societies is also wise because it is scriptural, 


But when “Old China” comes to discuss actual Mission 
work, his remarks are indeed “ Sinical” to the last degree. 
It is no doubt reassuring to hear that in the opinion of 
“Old China” there is much hope of success if his plans be 
adopted. But happily we have a more sure word of pro- 
hesy, which tells us that “Every knee shall bow to Christ.” 
Why, I would ask, does “Old China” limit his programme 
for the work of the press to “ well-written prayers, collects, and 
psalms?” Not to insist on the fact that “ our own Collects” (by 
which “Old China” refers, I suppose, to those in the Episcopal 
Prayer Book) are perhaps the hardest possible task you could set 
before a translator, why not give the Chinese our whole sacred 
books, the complete Bible ? Tih pe “ Old China” will not be 
disturbed by the fact that the whole Bible is in the hands of the 
Chinese, and has been sold through all the provinces. What 
does “ Old China” mean by this sentence, “ these native teachers ” 
(i.e. Chinese scholars hired to teach missionaries Chinese, which 
no missionary, of course, thinks of dispensing with) “ should be 
made, and would become Christians?” Totally failing to compre- 
hend “Old China’s” meaning in this part of his missionary 
programme, I pass on to one more point. “ Public preach- 
ing to the mob,” he says, “is not the way to win China- 
men until they learn to behave a little, and really wish 
to learn more.” Now my experience of Chinese mobs (ex- 
tending over several years), feads me to pronounce them, 
without hesitation, far better behaved than English mobs ; and 
infinitely more civil and orderly than Mahomedan audiences. 
And yet Whitefield and Wesley worked a great work amongst 
wild English mobs. And in North India missionaries of high 
mental culture, after spending the day in educational and lin- 
sruistic labour, delight to oan the evenings in preachin: to the 
unruly mobs at city gates, and not in vain. In fact, Chinese 
mobs are eigen 3 to learn ; it is exactly the educated classes who 
do not care to be enlightened, content with the mist and dim 
twilight of their classics, But really in such a question it is of 
supreme importance to ask, not so much what “Old China” 
thinks, as what the Great Founder and Leader of Missions 
ordered. And with this light, and the lessons taught by Church 
history, it amazes me to see a Christian sneering at “poor con- 
verts.” Our Lord tells us to “ preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture.” It was in His view the t wonder of His Gospel 
“that to the poor it was preached.” In the early days and centuries 
of the Christian Church the poor and slaves formed the vast ma- 
jority ; but that leaven was of divineenergy, and heaving upwardsit 
Christianised all classes till the Emperor himself laid down his 
crown before the cross of Christ.* In China will it not be the 
same? We may not neglect any class—we would labour eagerly 
and pean | to influence the literati ; but if we are loyal to our 
Lord, and if we observe apostolic example, still less can we ne- 
glect Chinese poor and Chinese mobs. 

Apologising ing for the length of my letter, and begging “ Old 
China’s” pardon for the emlenvour I have made to expose the 
cracks and flaws in his structure,—I remain, &c., &c.,

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THE New P. anp O. STEAMER BokHaRa.—On the 5th inst. the P. 
and O. Company’s new steamship Bokhara, built and engined by Messrs. 
Caird and Co., of Greenock, was taken to Stokes Bay for a trial at the 
measured mile, in charge of her commander, Captain T. S. Tomlin. 
There was a party of about 100 ladies and gentlemen on board, among 
whom were Mr. P. Hadow (chairman), Sir W. Hall, Mr. Thornton, Mr. 
Melville, Captain Engledue, Mr. L’Estrange, and Mr. James Allan, di- 
rectors of the Company, also several Admiralty and Post-office officials. 
The following are the dimensions of the Bokhara :—Length on load- 
water line, 361ft. ; breadth of beam, 39ft. ; depth from top of floor to 
spar deck, 29ft.; builder's measurement, 2,721 tons ; she is fitted with 
inverted compound direct acting engines of 450-horse power nominal, 
indicating 2,037 during the trial ; diameter of cylinders, 5Qin. and 86in., 
and 4ft. 6in. length of stroke ; heating surface of boilers, 7,661 square 
feet ; firegrate surface, 240 do. ; condensing surface, 4,635 do. ; solid 
screw propeller of 16ft. 6in. diameter, with a pitch of 2Ift. to 22ft. 
The Bokhara ran the mile twice, with the subjoined results :—First 
run, steam 52Ib., vacuum 26 in., and 62 revolutions per minute, 4 min. 
15 sec., or 14°118 knots. Second run, steam 52lb., vacuum 26in., and 
60 revolutions, 5 min. 44 sec., or 10°465 knots. The mean x pe was 
thus 12°291 knots per hour, and but for a mistake on deck by which 
the engines were eased while the vessel was making the second run, the 
average would have been nearly 13 knots. The vessel had 976 tons of 
coals, stores, &c., on board, and her draft of water was 15ft. 8in. for- 
ward, and 16ft. llin. aft.
